amounting to $013,000,000 now in de- 
fault." Another statement made in th 
same article is that "stock amounting ti 
Sl,r.l»,000,OoO, or more than two-third 
of tho whole, yields no dividends."— 
Tlio roads in tho Western States are ii 
a worse condition than those In the Ens 
torn States, a largo proportion having 
coined to pay interest on their bonds a 
well as dividends on their stock. This 1 
n gloomy, almost an astounding exhibit 
but wo do not doubt Its accuracy.

Iho old mtoB ponding a settlement by ni 
bilralion. The unforced Idleness of tin 
fihip-yiml.i and machlnc-sliops on tin 
Clyde began several months ago willi a 
partial strike, which was followed by a 
"luck-out" ou the part of employers, who 
us ufluul, made common cmiso to proven 
tlia mon who choso to work from supply 
ing funds to maintain their brethren on a 
strike. At least 18,000 persons havo thus 
beon obliKod for about eighteen weeks to 
remain Idle, and arbitration appears to 
linvo been accepted only uftcr both sides 
wore pretty well exhausted. Wo ncei 
not go to Glasgow to find illustrations ol 
tho suicidal policy of strikes and tho 
doubtful justice of lock-outa, but like oth- 
er Centres of the Iron industiloa of Great 
Britain, It is at least able to teach us a 
lesson in tho application of judicial means 
to the settlement of trade disputes. As 
we,impoitod the mechanism of strikes, 
let us hope that wo shall be able to nccli- 
mati/o the methods of arbitration.
